Karzai Survives Kabul Attack 


At least 3 are killed as militants fire on Afghan president 


KABUL, AFGHANISTAN | Militants firing rock- 
ets and automatic rifles attacked the Afghan 
president at a ceremony in Kabul on Sunday, 
missing their target but killing three and 
wounding eight others. 

The Taliban claimed responsibility for 
the assault that sent President Hamid 
Karzai and foreign ambassadors scurrying 
for cover, underscoring the fragile grip of his 
U.S. -backed government. 


Gunmen opened fire as a 21-gun salute 
echoed over the capital at an anniversary cer- 
emony to mark the mujahedeen victory over 
the Soviet occupation of Afghanistan. 

Hundreds of people, including soldiers 
and police officers who had formed an honor 
guard inspected by Karzai minutes earlier, 
fled in chaos as shots rang out. The president 
was hustled away, surrounded by bodyguards, 
and left in a convoy of four black SUVs. 


The gunfire apparently came from a three- 
story guesthouse, popular with migrant labor- 
ers, about 300 yards from the stands where 
Karzai was seated alongside Cabinet minis- 
ters and senior diplomats, who all escaped 
unharmed. A lawmaker who was about 30 
yards from Karzai was killed in the attack. 

Taliban spokesman Zabiullah Mujaheed 
said six militants were deployed to target the 
president, and three of those militants died in 
the attack. He said they were armed with guns, 
rockets and suicide vests, amir shah (a p)

Residents leave hills 
near Los Angeles as 
brush blaze spreads 

SIERRA MADRE, CALIF. I An early 
season wildfire slowly chewed its 
way through dense brush near Los 
Angeles on Sunday, forcing more 
than 1,000 people from homes in 
the foothills. 

More than 400 firefighters 
attacked the 350 -acre fire, aided by 
two helicopters and water-dropping 
air tankers, said Elisa Weaver of the 
Arcadia Fire Department. Residents 


evacuated at least 550 homes Sat- 
urday night and Sunday, but none 
had burned. 

“This is pretty serious,” Weaver 
said. “Some of these areas have not 
burned in over 40 years.” 

Smoke and fire billowed near 
neighborhoods on the outskirts of 
Sierra Madre near Bailey Canyon 
Wilderness Park. The fire moved 
slowly as it fed on brush and was 
estimated to be 5 to 10 percent 
contained. It is expected to con- 
tinue burning for another two or 
three days. 

Winds were calm early Sun-

Gene Swap Improves Sight 


Experimental therapy 
helps young people 
with rare eye disease 

NEW YORK I Scientists for the first 
time have used gene therapy to 
dramatically improve sight in 
people with a rare form of blind- 
ness, a development experts called 
a major advance for the experimen- 
tal technique. 

Some vision was restored in four 
of the six young people who got the 
treatment, teams of researchers 
in the United States and Britain 
reported Sunday. Two of the vol- 
unteers who could see only hand 
motions before the treatment were 
able to read a few lines of an eye 
chart within weeks. 

“It’s a phenomenal break- 
through,” said Stephen Rose, chief 
research officer of the Foundation 
Fighting Blindness, which helped 
pay for one of the studies. 

If successful in larger num- 
bers, experts said, the technique 
has the potential to reverse blind-

ness from other kinds of inherited 
eye diseases. 

The two teams of scientists each 
tested gene replacement therapy in 
three patients with a form of a rare 
hereditary eye disease called Leber’s 
congenital amaurosis. 


Each of the study participants 
had mutations in a gene that makes 
a protein needed by the retina, 
which senses light and sends images

to the brain. Those without the gene 
gradually lose sight until they are 
blind in early adulthood. 

The retina itself stays in relative- 
ly good shape for awhile, making it 
a good candidate for gene therapy, 
said Robin Ali, a professor at Uni- 
versity College London, who led the 
British team. He likened the defec- 
tive gene to a missing spark plug in 
a car engine. 

“The whole engine can be abso- 
lutely fine, but if it doesn’t have a 
spark plug, the car’s not going to 
work,” Ali said. Stephanie nano (ap)

Iraq’s Green Zone Shelled in Storm 


Fiercest attack on U.S. 
area in weeks blamed 
on Shiite extremists 

BAGHDADI Suspected Shiite extrem- 
ists hammered the U.S. -protected 
Green Zone Sunday in the fiercest 
salvo in weeks, apparently taking 
advantage of a sandstorm that blan- 
keted the capital and grounded the 
American aircraft that normally 
prowl for launching teams. 

Thunderous explosions resound- 
ed throughout the evening as rock- 
ets or mortar shells slammed into 


the fortified area in Baghdad. 

Anti-U.S. cleric Muqtada al- 
Sadr, meanwhile, rejected terms 
set by the Iraqi government for 
lifting a crackdown against his 
Mahdi Army militia. 

Sirens wailed in the Green Zone, 
which houses the U.S. Embassy and 
much of the Iraqi government on 
the west side of the Tigris River. 
The public address system warned 
people to “duck and cover” and stay 
away from windows. 

The U.S. Embassy confirmed 
the area was hit by indirect fire, 
the military’s term for rocket or

mortar attacks, but said it had no 
immediate word on casualties. 

Heavy clashes also broke out 
between Shiite militiamen and 
Iraqi troops in the Maalif area on 
the southwestern edge of Baghdad.

The U.S. military said its forces 
were not involved. 

In political developments, al- 
Maliki met with Sunni Vice Pres- 
ident Tariq al-Hashemi to discuss

Missing Austrian 
Woman Claims

VIENNA, AUSTRIA I Police have 
found a woman who has been miss- 
ing since 1984, who told authorities 
that her father had kept her in a cellar 
for almost 24 years and that she had 
given birth to at least six children after 
being repeatedly raped by him. 

The 73-year-old father was taken 
into custody, said Franz Polzer, head 
of the Lower Austrian Bureau of 
Criminal Affairs, on Sunday. 

Authorities found the woman 
Saturday in the town of Amstetten 
following a tip. Lower Austria police 
said in a statement. 

The 42 -year- old woman told 
police that her father began sexu- 
ally abusing her when she was 11 
and locked her in a room in the cel- 
lar on Aug. 28, 1984. 

Duringthe 24 years thatfollowed, 
she said she was continually abused

A North Korean defector tried to 
set himself on fire to halt the relay, 
as thousands of police guarded the 
flame from protesters blasting 
China’s treatment of North Korean 
refugees. 

But the small groups of anti- 
China demonstrators were far 
outnumbered by seas of red- clad 
Chinese supporters who waved red 
national flags as they took to the 


streets of the South Korean capi- 
tal to defend the torch. 

Police deployed 8,000 officers,

D.C. to Debut Bike-Sharing Program 


European-style service 
wdll be first of its kind 
in the United States 

WASHINGTON | More Washingto- 
nians could be pedaling to meetings 
on Capitol Hill and other appoint- 
ments when the city launches the 
nation’s first European-style bike- 
sharing service next month. 

The program, called SmartBike 
D.C., is similar to car- sharing ser- 
vices like Zipcar. Users must sign 
up for a $40 annual membership 
to gain access to a network of bikes 


stored at computerized racks across 
the city. To unlock the bike, users 
simply scan their access cards. The 
bikes can be used for up to three 
hours at a time and can be returned 
at any SmartBike station. In the 
beginning, at least, there won’t be 
any hourly charges. 

The District of Columbia pro- 
gram is starting small, with just 10 
stations and 120 bikes. In contrast, 
Paris started its service last summer 
with more than 10,600 bikes at 750 
stations. But D.C. officials are eager 
to expand it quickly if the response 
is good. Proponents say the program

easily could be expanded to more 
than 1,000 bikes at more than 100 
stations within a year. 

“This is one more transporta- 
tion option for residents, visitors 
and workers,” said Jim Sebas- 
tian, who runs the D.C. Depart- 
ment of Transportation’s bicycle 
programs. 

At the current size, the bike 
share is unlikely to make a dent in 
easing congestion on city streets or 
crowding on the subway, Sebastian 
acknowledged. But “if it works and 
we expand it, then it will,” he said.

Assistant Police Chief Diane 
Groomes says investigators saw 
no links among the shootings. 

There have been 50 homicides 
in D.C. so far this year. That’s the 
same number as at this point last 
year. But the month of April alone 
has brought 18 killings. 

Officials are worried the typical 
spike in violence over the summer 
is starting early. 

Groomes says they will pull 
police administrators into patrol 
duties to help expand their pres-

Vigilante 


Pub owner’s security 
creation draws ire 
from the community 

ON PATROL I Cars passing O’TerriU’s 
pub in Atlanta screech to a halt at 
the sight of a 300 -pound, waist- 
high robot marked “SECURITY” 
rolling through downtown long 
after dark. 

The regulars hardly glance 
outside. They’ve seen bar owner 
Rufus Terrill’s invention on patrol 
before — its bright red lights and 
even brighter spotlight blazing, 
infrared video camera filming 
and water cannon at the ready in 
the spinning turret on top. 

“You’re trespassing. That’s pri- 
vate property,” Terrill scolds an older 
man through the robot’s loudspeak- 
er. The man is sitting at the edge of 
the driveway to a child care center 
down the street. “Go on.” 

The man’s hands go up and he 
shuffles into the shadows. Almost 
immediately, a group of men behind 
him scatters, too. 

The Bum Bot’s reputation, it 
seems, has preceded it. 


The electronic vigilante — on 
the beat since September — has 
enraged neighborhood activists, 
who have threatened protests. 
Street people say it’s intimidating. 
And homeless advocates question 
the intentions of its inventor, who 
uses the Bum Bot as a marketing 
tool and a political prop. 

Terrill, a 57-year- old ex-Marine, 
asserts his motives are pure: He says 
more police now patrol the area at 
night, the park across the street feels 
safer and he’s had no break-ins since 
the cube -shaped robot, which Ter- 
rill controls with a wireless remote, 
has roamed the area. 

To Henrik Christensen, direc- 
tor of Georgia Tech’s Robotics 
and Intelligent Machines Center, 
the Bum Bot exploits the kind of 
anxiety that underlies the “Termi- 
nator” movies. 

“We have a Hollywood picture 
that they’re going to run amok, kill 
people and do bad things. This Bum 
Bot plays on that stereotype,” Chris- 
tensen says. “For the rest of us who 
want to use technology to assist peo- 
ple in their daily lives, it’s an obsta- 
cle.”

Robert Downey Jr. 
finally decides to use 
his powers for good 

STRONG MAN I “Iron Man” is the 
long- anticipated superhero movie 
from Marvel Studios. One of the 
original Marvel Comics, “Iron 
Man” has enjoyed a long and 
prosperous run dating back to the 
character’s first appearance in the 


Marvel comic “Tales of Suspense,” 
in April 1963. 

Created by Stan Lee, Larry 
Lieber, Don Heck and Jack Kirby, 
Iron Man’s alter ego is Tony Stark, a 
rich, powerful and intelligent man 
who knows how to build things. He 
has made his fortune building weap - 
ons for the U.S. military.) 

After his imprisonment. Stark 
undergoes a transformation in 
which he decides to change his 


ways. He vows to use his power 
and money for good, so he devel- 
ops a suit of red and gold armor that 
gives him superhuman strength and 
physical protection. 

Primarily known as a dramatic 
actor, Robert Downey Jr. says he has 
long wanted to play a superhero. He 
also was eager to work with direc- 
tor Jon Favreau. 

“That guy is a national treasure, 
and to be able to do something like 


this with him and maybe have the 
opportunity to do it a couple 
more times — it’s a no-brainer,” 
he says. 

The 43 -year-old actor admits he 
initially was a little anxious about 
playing a superhero beloved by gen- 
erations of comic book fans. But in 
recognizing what he calls “self-cen- 
tered fear,” he was able to overcome 
those doubts and press forward. 

To prepare for the role, Downey 
committed to getting in shape. He 
supplemented a daily exercise rou- 
tine with yoga, eating healthy, tak- 
ing vitamins and getting to bed on 
time. 

Robert Downey Jr. popping vita- 
mins and getting to bed on time? 

There was a time when that self- 
discipline would have been unheard 
of for Hollywood’s favorite bad boy. 
Having overcome drug addiction, 
run-ins with the law and other 
personal foibles, Downey appears 
to have emerged on the other side. 
Committing himself to his work and 
family, Downey has reassessed his 
priorities. 

It is precisely Downey’s check- 
ered past that makes him suited 
to the complex dual role in “Iron 
Man,” according to those who have 
worked with him. 

“He brings a reality, humor, 
panache and a life of experience,” 
observes Favreau. “There’s a lot of 
Tony Stark in him. And that’s so 
much better than trying to teach 
somebody to pretend they’re funny 
or smart or talented or that they 
have lived with fame and all the 
challenges and benefits of it.” angela

Dahls Literary Legacy 


The granddaughter 
of a beloved author 
carves her own path 

B 0 0 KS I It seems somehow appropri- 
ate that a mischievous dog helped 
stop Roald Dahl’s granddaughter 
from making a big mistake. 

It happened when model- 
turned-author Sophie Dahl was 


composing her first full-length 
novel in longhand, on a legal pad. 

“It was so childish, but I found 
I was writing as I imagined a book 
should sound. I had this sort of rath- 
er grand voice. It wasn’t true,” she 
says. “It was bloody awful.” 

Thankfully, that’s when a puppy 
destroyed the fledgling novel. 

“I thought, ‘OK. Fine. Start 
again.’” 


What emerged is the semi-auto- 
biographical “Playing With the 
Grown-ups,” which has earned some 
polite reviews for a young writer 
hoping to keep a third generation 
of Dahls in print. 

The book captures the adoles- 
cence of a girl named Kitty, the 
precocious daughter of a stunning 
young artist — the kind of moth- 
er who shows up at a school play

and leaves behind a “snaky trail of 
Mitsouko and some wobbly look- 
ing fathers.” 

Kitty grows up constantly on the 
move, from London to New York to 
a guru’s ashram and back again, 
learning about boys and life. She 
matures into a head-turner and a 
bit of a hellcat. 

The story line has piqued the 
interest of the British, who see 
parallels with the author’s life. 

“It’s a first novel. Find me a first 
novel that doesn’t have parallels 
with the author’s life,” says Dahl. 
“The quirky thing about mine is that 
some of my life is on the record.”

When he started tinkering with 
that old Chevy nearly 40 years ago, 
Jesse Valadez didn’t have any idea 
he was creating a museum piece in 
his garage. He just wanted a cool 
ride that would attract girls. 


But things changed between 
those nights when Valadez was get- 
ting stopped by cops suspicious of 
any long-haired kid in a car that 
rode inches off the ground and the 
days when they began pulling the 
middle-aged man over to admir- 
ingly gaze at his automobile. 

Lowriding is high art these days 
and Valadez, a gracious, soft-spo- 
ken man of 6l who makes his liv- 
ing reupholstering cars, is one of 
its masters. 

“I had no idea,” he says, stand- 
ing on a corner of east Los Angeles’

Whittier Boulevard, where some say 
lowriding was born. “I did say when 
I was building it, ‘This car that I’m 
working on, people are going to hear 
about this car someday,”’ he recalls 
with a chuckle. “But it never dawned 
on me that it was going to become 
famous.” 

Known in lowriding circles the 
world over as the Gypsy Rose for the 
intricately detailed 150 red roses 
covering its body, Valadez’s 1964 
Chevrolet Impala, with its velvet 
seats and its chandeliers, is one 
of the centerpieces of the Petersen 
Automotive Museum’s ongoing “La 
Vida Lowriding” exhibition. 

Surrounding it are about two 
dozen other tricked-out vehicles, 
including a pickup truck owned 
by musician Ry Cooder that holds 
an elaborate mural depicting the 
history of Chavez Ravine, the Los 
Angeles barrio shut down by author- 
ities in the 1950s to make way for 
Dodger Stadium. 

Another is Dressed to Kill, a 
1971 Buick Riviera with its eerie 
scenes of a graveyard at sundown. 
Its owner is Lowrider Magazine 
Editor Joe Ray. 

“We call these the Faberge eggs 
of the car culture,” says Dick Messer, 
the museum’s executive director, as

he strolls past the rows of exhibits, 
pausing to admire each one. “They 
are so incredibly well executed when 
it comes to the paint jobs and inlays 
and gold leaf and silver leaf There’s 
an ice cream truck in the lobby it 
took the guy 12 years to build.” 

That would be the work of Mr. 
Cartoon, another legendary and 
somewhat mysterious figure who 
prefers to go by no other name. 
His day job is designing clothes 
and shoes, including several lines 
of the latter for Nike. 

Since 1995, however, much of his 
spare time has been given over to 
a dilapidated 1963 truck he recov- 
ered from a South Los Angeles yard, 
overhauled, lowered and turned into 
an airbrushed work of art. Every 
inch is now covered in tangerine, 
purple, yellow and other cartoon- 
ish colors that depict clowns, bal- 


loons, ice cream sundaes and Los 
Angeles street scenes. 

Cartoon takes the truck to 
schools to show how it helped a 
kid from the street turn his life 
around and become a “homeboy 
homeowner.” He’s delighted to see 
it in the exhibit, which runs until 
June 8. 

“Lowriding has always been the 
most lowbrow form of car culture,” 
he says. “But out of it comes these 
beautiful works of art.” 

No one seems to know exactly 
where lowriding originated. Espa- 
nola, N.M., calls itself the “Lowrider 
Capital of the World.” Still others 
will argue that it began in suburban 
neighborhoods around Los Ange- 
les after World War II. Others cite 
Northern California. 

“I don’t think we’ll ever pinpoint 
exactly where it started,” says Denise 
Sandoval, a Chicano studies profes- 
sor at California State University, 
Northridge, whose doctoral dis- 
sertation was on lowrider culture. 

“The reality is that it was popu- 
lar everywhere in L.A. in the years 
after World War H. White guys 
were doing it, black guys, Chica- 
no guys, and they were all getting 
their parts from the same places.”

French winemakers 
are starting to shun 
the traditional cork 

At La Cote Saint Jacques restaurant, 
a Michelin three -star temple of 
gastronomy in France’s Burgundy 
region, chief sommelier Arnaud 
Laplanche isn’t ashamed to try 
new things. 

He’s part of a quiet revolution 
sweeping the French wine business, 
the world’s largest and fighting to 
stay that way. 

France’s goal: to hold off New 
World winemakers that have wooed 
wine lovers and gained market share 
with jazzy marketing campaigns, 
helpful information on what’s inside 
the bottle, and quality assurances 
that some French wines lacked. 

Screw tops, boxed wines, color- 
ful, easy-to -understand labels and 
sophisticated marketing — inno- 
vations pioneered by countries like 
Australia and South Africa — are 


making inroads in tradition-bound 
France, even if many still sneer. 

“We didn’t see the danger com- 
ing from the New World — where 
competition came with a complete- 
ly new approach to wine making,” 
said Renaud Gaillard, deputy head 


of the French Federation of Wine 
and Spirits Exporters. 

“Finally, we understood we had 
to change not only production but 
also the way the product is present- 
ed. We had to make the buying pro- 
cess easier.”

La Cote Saint Jacques serves 
Chablis Grand Cru Reserve de 
rObedience at $326 with a screw- 
top cap. It is the most expensive 
wine made in the Laroche vine- 
yards in nearby Chablis and isn’t 
available with a cork. 

Laplanche said he was initially 
reluctant to give up the showman 
part of his job — uncorking a bot- 
tle — but was won over by the taste 
and prospect of no more wines that 
are spoiled by premature oxidiza- 
tion — “corked,” in wine parlance. 

“It takes away the charm of open- 
ing the bottle, smelling the cork,” 
he said. “But it’s very frustrating 
when a wine is corked. Screw tops 


are a more sure way of preserving 
the wine.” 

Screw tops were inspired as 
much by practical considerations as 
by consumer preference. Increased 
demand on cork suppliers has forced 
manufacturers to harvest immature 
cork, which some suspect causes the 
oxidization. 

While some argue that wines 
requiring more oxygen as they 
age require an old-fashioned cork, 
many winemakers are turning to 
more reliable seals for all but their 
heaviest reds. 

Back in 2001, a bleak 80 -page 
report on the state of the French 
wine industry written for the Agri- 
culture Ministry urged winemakers 
to lose the snobbish attitude and be 
more attentive to consumers. 

“We started talking about mar- 
keting,” said Gaillard, noting that 
the term once was “quite unbeliev- 
able for wine.” 

Bottles are starting to look dif- 
ferent. Some old-fashioned labels 
are getting replaced with bright col- 
ors, brand names and innovations 
once unheard of, such as printing 
directly onto the bottle. 

And, crucially, grape varieties 
are making regular appearances on 
wine labels, as French producers 
accept that most international con- 
sumers are more interested in the 
grapes than in which estates or vine- 
yards they’re from, emmavandore(ap)

For lovers of vintage, the Web is the 
biggest flea market in the world. A 
click or two, and you’re rummaging 
through a Pennsylvania attic, a chic 
Hollywood resale boutique, a New 
Orleans cache of disco dresses and 
mini-frocks. 

But as delightful as that maybe, 
there are pitfalls to buying second- 
hand online than anything else. You 
could be saddled with a fake Gucci, 
a stained Pucci or worse. And most 
of the time, you can’t return it.
